On reaching Canada these funds 
will figure in the company’s accounts 
at Montreal, Winnipeg, Calgary and 
‘Vancouver, and from these temporary 
resting places be scattered far and 
wide over the country.

FREE TRADE WE TRADE WAGES 


Hours Are Cruelly inavg and the Pay 
Is Miserable 

J. F. W. the regular English cor- 
respondent of the Toronto Globe, has 
recently had a little to say about 
the life of working people in free trade 
Britain. We quote: 

“The London bakers, have scored in 
a dispute with the employers over the 
conditions—hours and wages—of work. 
The conditions are admittedly dis- 
graceful; the work is done in many 
cases in dirty, underground bakeries, 
the hours are cruelly long, sometimes 
a hundred a week, and the pay is 
miserable 24s or 258 a week. The 
men have now got 30s a week and a 
fifty-four-hour week in shops, with 
sixty hours In factories, where the 
work is Nghter. They’ are satisfied 
for the time being, but their next 
agitation will be for the abolition of 
night-work and for the inclusion of 
the baking industry in the Trade 
Boards act. This is an act that was 
passed by the present Government in 
1909 as an experiment in the preven- 
tlon of sweating in a few trades, 
where sweating was notorious.”

Chicago, Il, June 30.—Chicago and 
adjacent territory today sweltered 
and stumbled through the hottest 
day in its history, the official record 
being slightly over 100 degrees, .this 
‘in the tower of the Federal building, 
in the shade and with the benefit of 
the lake breezes. Down in the 
steaming streets and in the parched 
and baked suburbs, the temperature 
was much higher. Men and_ horses 
fell like poisoned flies. Up to 8 
o'clock this evening there had been 
reported 27 deaths for the last 14 
hours, and there were 76 prostra- 
tions, many of which will result 
fatally. Ambulances and patrol wag- 
gons were kept on the run all day 
and evening, caring for the victims 
of the heat. In addition, there lum- 
hered along the principal streets the 
squat horse ambulances, carrying to 
the bone yards the bodies of animals 
that had dropped dead. 

The scorching heat rays spread all 
over Northern Illinois, northern In- 
diana, southern Mich'gan. and South- 
ern Wisconsin, lowa, portions! of Ohig 
and the middle and central west gen- 
erally. The suffering in the small 
towns, devoid of sprinkling ears or 
| waber systems, was intense. The 
‘population suspended business, sought 
‘the shade and panted for existence. 

Im the congested tenement  dis- 
triets of this city, children perished 
at an increasing rate. Twenty-one 
babies were killed by heat Saturday, 
23 Sunday, and it is estimated to- 
day's total will reach above 40. 
Health officials say the death-rate 
will climb rapidly until there is a 


decided change in temperature, con- 
tinuing long enough to permit the 


babies to rally fram their exhausted 
condition. 

There _were three drownings in 
Milwaukee, five in Chicago and vicin- 
ity, and one at Pekin, Il., where an 
unkaown man, well dressed, afjout 24 
years of age, was found floating in 
the river. 

In Chicaro 17 persons were bitten 
by rabid dogs. One of the tragic 
deaths was that of Miss Lena May 
Zook, who graduated last week. She 
was the daughter of President J. D. 
Zook, of the Gregory Electrical com- 
pany. She was picking cherries when 
a sun stroke knocked her from, the 
top of . 23-faot ladder. Her neck 
was broken, and death was instan- 
taneous,

THE RELATIONSHIP OF THE 
PRESS TO THE W.C.T.U. MOVE- 
MENT. 


No public movement can today sue- 
ceed without the aid of the press, in 
some ;form or other. If a person has 
any vital message to convey, if ‘he 
wishes it to be fraught with broad 
and permanent results, he must de- 


that within the range of his voice. 
The press is the great means of 
multiplying one's audience. It has 
become almost the sole and indis- 
Pensable medium of publicity in 
every propoganda for good or for ill 
within the last century. The great 
temperance movement cannot reach 
the goal of success without the as- 
sistance of the press. For without 
it, it must be a narrow localized 
movement, and cannot ~-take its 
place along with the questions that 
vitally determine the fate of the 
Nation. 

The press in the past history of 
the W.C.T.U. has done much,to con- 
tribute to the success of our society. 

It has scoffed at it—it has perse- 

cuted it—both of which have served 
to strengthen it within itself, and 
to give it a stronger grip on the 
sympathies and hearts of an_ ever- 
widening circle of adherents. Finally, 
when temperance principles have as- 
serted themselves, when temperance 
has become, not only a moral ques- 
tion, but a political one, of even 
national significance, the press has 
not only preached toleration, but has 
become the strong champion of the 
principles of its philosophy. 
' The press has done this because it 
must. Any press which does not re: 
fleet the great currents of conterr 
porary human thought and endeavor, 
must cease to exist. But the ques- 
tion for us today is, are we using 
to its fullest possibility the oppor- 
tunity afforded by. the press for the 
advancement of our cause? Have we 
been wise in our methods already put 
into practice? Many of the features 
of the W.C.T.U. press campaign in 
the past have been worthy of the 
highest commendation. If there has 
been neglect of any opportunity, it 
undoubtedly has been the opportun- 
ity afforded by the general newspap- 
er press. 

Every propoganda has what may 
be termed its ‘‘trade journals,’’ pub- 
lications with the avowed object of 
furthering the interest of the 
society or corporation that issue 
them, and bearing upon their covers 
the image and superscription of that 
society or corporation. These the 
W.C.T.U. has not lacked, and they 
are ably and intelligently edited, but 
their audience is circumscribed by the 
membership of our society. Very 
few influences radiate into the gentile 
world beyond. Now, such publica- 
tions are absolutely indispensable. 
They are like the general staff to a 
large army. They serve to direct 
and marshal the forces for the fray. 
But our influences must stretch be- 
yond our own membership or our 
society will degenerate into stolid 
Passivity. We need to go after the 
general reading public in the general 
newspaper press. Society publica- 
tions are like labelled medicine that 
if we take will do us good, but 
which we will not take because it: is 
labelled medicine.

THE POOREST OF ALL PEOPLE 


‘Natives of the Arctics Who Have 
Enough to Eat Are Considered 
Very Fortunate. 

I have not known so poor a winter 
during the whole of my stay among 


| the Eskimos (now 22 years), says a 
| writer in the Christian Herald. While 


the coast is ice-bound, the days short, 
snowstorins frequent and the ther- 
mometer often 40 degrees below zcro, 
it is not possible for the Eskimo to 
do much to secure a living. One way 
for the women to produce something 
was to cut holes through the sea ice, 
which reaches a thickness of six fect, 
and there they stood fishing for rock 
cod, most days securing only between 
five and ten fish. The mission en- 
deavored to help, but poverty was so 
general that all resources were taxed 
to the utmost. 

An outsider has no idea of what 
poverty among the Eskimos means. 
At the best of times the wants of an 
Eskimo are few and his food con- 
sists of the coarsest of substances. 
Seal walrus and whale meat form a 
large part of thelr diet, and the blub- 
ber of these animals serves in the 
place of pork or butter. 

In China the famished inhabitants 
subsisted on roots or some inferior 
vegetation, but here the vegetable 
kingdom has nothing to offer. The 
earth is frozen and deeply covered 
with snow and ice; the birds have 
gone south and one might walk for 
miles without seeing a living crea- 
ture. At the same time it is of in- 
terest to know even these primitive 
people have for ages found a kind of 
substitute for food somewhere. Along 
which {is known to have 
plenty of seaweed, holes are cut 
through the thick ice and the sea- 
weed and mussels pulled up through 
the holes, and it is on record that the 
Eskimos have sustained life on this, 
one might say, refuse of the sea, dur- 
ing the long winter months. 

The Eskimo has no word for “God” 
in his language, and it has been fitly 
marked that the very austere aspect 
of life may have helped to exclude 
the conception of a superhuman 
benevolent Being from the beliefs and 


| superstitions of these people of the 


Arctic.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er‘or sister of intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of thres years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm ‘of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. | 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musi_ reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach o2 six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trivts. Price $3.00 per aere. Duties. 
—IMust reside six months in cach of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Their Development of Great Interest 
to all Parts of ‘‘anadi 

The development of Canada’: inland 
waterways should be proceeded with. 
A pamphlet lately issued hy the Great 
Waterways Union deals with the 
problem in a comprehensive and con- 
vincing manner. Transportation, we 
are remindcd, is the most important 
material and economic question before 
the people to-day. Transpo~tation by 
water on a firstclass ship:.ay is not 
only cheaper than by :ail but often 
much quicker, According to the 
United States Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the average cost of mov- 
ing freight by rail in a recent year 
was 7.48 mills per ton per mile, For 
the same _ year the cos: of moving 
freight by the Sault Ste. Marie Canal 
route was .84 of one mill pe: ton per 
mill, or one-ninth of the average rail 
rate. The average cost of handling 
freight by the various water ways of 
the United States is one-sixth of what 
it is by the railways. All mcney spent 
on the improvement of 
waterways has returned 1» the people 
of the Unitcd States aividends of 109 
to 200 per cent. annually in reduced 
freight rates. 

From Lake Superior Westward 

In LKuropean countries where the 
people own and operatz the railways, 
the most is made of natural water 
transportation for the benefit of trade 
and the general public. In countries, 
however, where railways are operated 
chiefly by private corporatiors, natural 
advantages are more likely to be 
neglected. The result 2f thie neglect 
{In Canada is to be seen not only in 
the inadequate development of water 
connection from Montreal te the Up- 
per Lakes. It is quite as noticeable 
in the failure to provide water trans: 
portation from Lake Superior to the 
Western Prvinces via the Lake- of- 
the-Woods, Lake Winnipes, the Sas- 
katchewan and other rivers. Were 
this route developed, not «nly would 
{t provide for an encrinously ‘ncrensed 
volume of traffic, especially of grain 
and coal, but it would result in 4 
great lowering of the freight charges 
by the rallways. 

Through the Praires 

As to the feasibility of water trans- 
portation : cross the Canadian prairies, 
Sir Robert W. Perks, of London, Eng- 
land, writes: “Whenever I have been 
out West I have been struck with the 
fact that no organized and effective 
effort has hitherto be2n made to use 
those magnificent waterways. I do 
not know whether you have ever been 
down the Darube as I have been, and 
watched the huge flat brrges carry- 
ing very often 3,000 tons, half a dozen 
of them in tow of a small tug, and 
qgll laden with grain. The cost of 


carrying grain by this method is in- 


finitesimal; and were a system of this 
sort adopted in the West, the value 
to the vast grain-growi:.g Prairie 
Provinces would be incalculable.’ 
Professor A. B. Wilmott believes that 
a barge canal thay easily be built at 
small expense from FEdinonton to 
Winnipeg, and adds that a_ similar 
waterway from Winnipeg to the head 
of Lake Superior would, if constructed 
at reasonable cost, indefinitely lower 
freight charges. 


REVIVE FARMING 


The Need of Getting In Touch With 
the Most Progressive Farmers 


Mr. Roosevelt has summed up the 


need for a “revival” of farming in 
the following words: “The English- 
speaking peoples, not only in America 
but of Great Britain and the colonies, 
must wake up to the fact that for 
over half a century every wise ad- 
vance in the line of proper develop- 
ment of farming life nas tal.en place 
in certain progressive Stat~s of Con- 
tinental Europe. Z hope a very 
full study will be made of the Irish 
rural situation, because in that coun- 
try most progressive farmers are re- 
organizing their business upon lines 
laid down after a study ot the con- 
tinental agricultural systems 1 have 
mentioned.” That Canada is in the 
Bame position as,the United States so 
far as the need for reform is con- 
cerned may be accepted without ques- 
tion. During ten months of Jast year 
this agricultural country, which hopes 
to be “the bread basket of the Em- 
pire,” imported eleven millloin dozen 
of cggs, and millions cof pounds of 
butter. Something is radically wrong 
when a rich farming country cannot 
feed ‘itself. Saskatchewan appointed 
two delegates to accompany an Ameri- 
can Commission of Inquiry which sailed 
for Europe this spring. Every 
other Province of Canada should be 
represented as well. The expense is 
not heavy, and the opportunities for 
investigation will be exceptionally 
great

The plant will be located in the 
Bow Valley, about one half milé from 
the Bowness bridge, close to the river, 
and about four miles west of the Cal- 
gary post office. 

It {8 of interest to note that Mr. 
Tregillus has not embarked in a free 
trade industry such as binder twine 
and cream separators which his friends 
have informed the people of Canada 
are in a highly prosperous condition. 
Instead he will manufacture articles 
some of Which are the most highly 
protected in Canada. For instance 
the duty on sewer pipe is 35 per cent.; 
brick 27% per cent.; terra cotta 22% ' 
per cent. and tile, 20 per cent. It 
will be interesting to follow the course | 
of Mr. Tregillus as a manufacturer. 
According to his theories the duty on 
the line of goods he will manufacture 
should not be necessary. If the facts 
fit his theory we may expect him to 
appear in Ottawa with the next Grain 
Growers’ deputation and ask for a re- 
moval of the duty on these goods. 


RECIPROCAL DEMURRAGE 


Manufacturers and Grain Growers 
Working With Same End in View 


The agitation for reciprocal demur- 
rage is being taken up by all classes 
of shippers. Started some years ago 
by the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation it was subsequently advo- 
cated strongly in the west through 
the columns of the press and through 
the Grain Growers’ Association. In 
order to have the fullest possible in- 
formation regarding delays in tran- 
sit through the fault of railways, the 
transportation department of the 
Canadian Manufacturers Association 
has sent circulars to all its members 
requesting a detailed record of their 
experiences during the past few 
months. These will be used as a 
basis of argument which will shortly 
be made before the Railway Commis- 
sion. The resolution dealing with the 
subject was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association join in the ap- 
plication now before the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for a system 
of uniform penalties to be automati- 
cally applied against railways for their 
failure to receive, carry and deliver 
freight within a reasonable time as 
required under Section ’84 of the Rail- 
way Act; such system to require the 
railways under penalty to place cars 
for loading within forty-eight hours 
after ordered; to lift cars within 
twenty-four hours after notification of 
loading, and to place cars for delivery 
at destination within forty-eight hours 
after arrival; the penalties to be simi- 
lar to those which the railways are 
authorized to charge shippers and con® 
signees for delay in loading and un- 
loading cars.” 

Inasmuch jas Eastern shippers did 
not offer any great opposition to the 
request of the railways two months 
ago to increase the demurrage char. 
ges on cars delayed I!t is felt that the 
claim for by shippers’ tolls from the 
railways for delays caused by them 
will be reasonably entertained when 
the case comes up for hearing 


Urging Mixed Farming 


Mayor Nelson, Medicine Hat, in the 
course of an interview in Toronto said 
that the farmers of the west are just 
beginning to realize that wheat raising 
alone cannot compare with mixed 
farming when {t comes to making 
money. Eggs and butter never go 
below 75c the dozen and pound in a 
large section of the west, and now 
threaten to reach the dollar mark. 
The cities of the west are now en- 
deavoring to bring this point home 
to the western farmers, and an organ- 
{zed effort will be made to encourage 
mixed farming in preference to wheat 
only. The matin argument that {is be- 
ing used in this regard is the fact 
that bigger money and in shorter 
time can be made in this way than 
would be possible from the same effort 
{in wheat.

London, July 3.—The condition 
affairs in the Balkan rupture is 
traordinary. The twenty-four hours 
which the Bulgarian government ac- 
corded to Greece and Servia to 
cease ‘operations have expired. Dur- 
ing periods Bulgaria undertook — to 
ahsta'n from hostilities in order to 
give Russia time to intervene in fav- 
or of peace. But hostilities are being 
carried on on Voth sides, apparently 
with the fiereeness characteristic of 
the Balkan wars, and no declaration 
of war has yet becn made. The 
respective diplomatic representatives 
are still at their posts. There is 
now only the faintest rhope that Rus- 
sia or the powers will be able to 
~ | Prevent the struggle which is to de- 
Jjcide whether or not Bulgaria shal! be 
predominant in the Balkan confcder- 
ation. 

ROUMANIA TO MOBILIZE. 

A new complication arose today in 
the decision of Roumania to mobilize 
her army. What role Roumania will 
play is quite unknown, but she — is 
generally expected to follow her itra- 
ditional policy of awaiting events, of 
her readiness to take advantage of 
wherever if may be obtained with the 
least. risk or trouble. Roumania’s 
mobilization causes uneasiness — in 
Austria where it is regardcd as a 
defeat for Austrian diplomacy. 

Little news has come to hand to- 
day of the military operations — in 
Macedonia, and on account ‘of the 
fact that Bulgaria, as in the former
